Gauge 

22 sts and 26 rows = 4 inches/lOcm 
with larger needles in K4, P2 Rib Pat 
(unstretched) 

To save time, take time to check gauge. 

Pattern Stitches 

K4, P2 Rib (multiple of 6 sts + 8) 

Row 1 (RS): K3, *p2, k4; rep from * to 
last 5 sts. p2. k3. 

Row 2: P3, *k2, p4; rep from * to last 5 
sts. k2. p3. 

Rep Rows 1 and 2 for pat. 

Stripe Pat Sequence 

Rows 1 (RS)-5: With A, work in rib pat. 

ROW 6 (WS): With B, purl across. 

Row 7: With B. work in rib pat. 

ROW 8: With A, purl across. 

Rep ROWS 1-8 for Stripe Pat. 

Back 

With smaller needles and A. cast on 116 
(122, 128, 134) sts. 

work in kl, pi rib until piece measures 
approx 2 inches from beg. ending with a 
RS row. 

Change to larger needles, and purl 
across. 

Next row (RS): Beg Rib pat in Stripe pat 
sequence, work even until piece mea- 
sures approx 14V4 (1414, 15, 15) inches 
from beg, ending with a WS row. 



Shape armholes 

Bind off 4 sts at beg of next 4 rows, then 
bind off 2 sts at beg of next 4 rows, then 
dec 1 St each side (every other row) 3 (4, 

3, 3) times. (86, 90, 98, 104 stS) 

Continue to work even until armhole 
measures lOVi (lOMi, 11, 11) inches from 
beg of shaping, ending with a WS row. 

Shape shoulders 

Bind off 7 (8, 9. 10) sts at beg of next 4 
rows, then 8 (8, 9, 10) sts at beg of next 2 
rows. (42, 42, 44, 44 StS) 

Bind off for back neck. 

Front 

work same as back until piece measures 
approx 17% (17%, 18. 18) inches from 
beg. ending with a RS row. 

Shape neck 

Row 1 (RS): Work across first 40 (42. 

46. 49) sts, k2tog, kl; join 2nd skein of 
yarn, kl, ssk, work across rem 40 (42, 

46. 49) sts. 

working both sides at once with sepa- 
rate skeins of yarn, dec i st at each neck 
edge, (every other row) 15 (15, 15, 15) 
times, then (every 4th row) 5 (5. 6, 6) 
times. (22. 24 27. 30 sts each side) 
continue to work even until armhole 
measures same as back to shoulders.

Row 2: P3, *k2. p3; rep from * across. 
Rep Rows 1 and 2 for pat. 

Pattern Notes 

st counts include 2 sts for seam 
allowance that are not included in fin- 
ished measurements. 

To work fully fashioned decs for 
waist, armhole and sleeve cap: On RS 
rows, k2, ssk, work to last 4 sts, k2tog, k2. 

TO work fully fashioned incs for waist 
and sleeve shaping: Work 2 sts. Ml, work 
across to last 2 sts. Mi , work last 2 sts 
To work fully fashioned decs for front 
neck shaping: On RS rows, work across 
first set of sts in pat until 3 sts rem, k2tog, kl; 
at beg of next set of sts kl. ssk, work to end. 
On WS rows, \work across first set of sts in 
pat to last 3 sts. p2tog-tbl, pi ; at beg of next 
set of sts pi, p2tog, complete row. 

Back 

With larger needles, cast on 189 (204, 
219, 234) sts. 

Beg with a WS row, work 3 rows in St st. 
Dec row (RS): (K3togl across row (63, 
68, 73, 78 sts) 



Next row: Purl across. 

Beg pat 

Row 1 (RS): *K3, p2; rep from * across, 
end k3. 

work even in pat until piece measures 
approx 3 inches from beg, ending with a 
WS row. 

Maintain established pat throughout, 
and at the same time, work fully fashioned 
decs at each side next row then [every 
6th row] 2 times. (57, 62, 67, 72 StS) 

Work even until piece measures approx 
8% inches from beg, ending with a WS row. 

Work fully fashioned incs at each 
side on next row. then [every 6th row] 2 
times. (63, 68. 73, 78 sts) 

Continue to work even until piece 
measures approx 13 inches from beg, 
ending with a WS row. 

Shape armholes 

Bind off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows, then 
bind off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Work fully fashioned decs at each side 
[every row) 0 (3, 4, 4) times, then [every 
other row] 3 (l, 1, 2) times. (47, 50, 53, 

56 sts) 

Continue even in established pat until 
piece measures approx 21 (21%, 22, 22%) 
inches from beg, ending with a WS row.

18 sts and 24 rows = 4 inches/lOcm in St 

st with larger needles 

To save time, take time to check gauge. 

Afghan Strip 

For each strip, with larger needles, cast 
on 25 sts and work in St st for 55 inches 
Bind off. 

Work 2 strips each with A and C, 1 strip 
each with B, D, E and F. 

Assembly 

Seam strips in following order; A, B, C, D. 
E, C, F. A. 

With circular needle and C, RS facing, 
pick up and knit 248 sts along side edge, 
turn and bind off. Rep for other side. 

Edging 

With c and circular needle, RS facing, pick 
up and knit 198 sts across bottom of throw. 



Rows 1 and 2: Turn, k2. 

ROWS 3 and 4: Turn, k3. 

Rows 5 and 6: Turn, k4. 

ROWS 7 and 8; Turn, k5. 

Rows 9 and 10: Uirn, k6. 

Rows 11 and 12; Turn, k7. 

Rows 13 and 14: Turn, k8. 

Rows 15 and 16: Turn, k9. 

Rows 17 and 18: TUrn, klO. 

Rows 19 and 20: Turn, kll. 

Row 21: Turn, bind off 1 1 sts, kl. (one 
11-st triangle completed) 

Rep Rows 2-21 across edge, ending 
last rep bind off 1 1 sts. Fasten off. 

Rep on opposite end. ■

With MC. cast on 78 sts Kl. • k3. p3; rep 
from • across the row, ending with pi. 
Work in established rib for 1 inch. 

Next row (turning ridge): Purl 
Continue to work in established rib for 
15 inches more. 

Bind off all sts 



Assembly 

Crocheted seam 

With RS facing, (insert crochet hook under 
St on edge of top. then into bound-off st on 
side panel, yo hook and pull a ip through) 
twice, yo and pull a ip through both ips on 
hook. *Y0 and pull a Ip through next top 
and side sts. yo and pull through both Ips 
on hook; rep from * around, ending by 
working si St into first St. 

Seam all 4 panels tog. lining up turning 
ridges. 

With MC. work crochet si st along each 
side edge of top. With turning ridges at 
bottom, pin top to side panels, matching 
corners and easing in extra fullness of side 
panels With RS facing out and with top 
toward you. join top to side panels using 
crocheted seam, easing extra side panel 
sts by working 2 sts tog as necessary, 

Place cover over hassock.
